A short time ago Henry O: Stonoy, a 


theological student at Victoria college, 
bought a contorboard skiff. Accompanied 
by Mr. W. P. Hi-rron, a. colloge friend, 
ho went down tho hike to take "the first 
sail of Uio season," as ho ambitiously de- 
clared. 


The water insiclo tho harbor seemed 


comparatively placid, but sailors could 
see that ii tremendously high sea was 
rtmniui; uul.sitlo tho shelter of tho long 
piers. 
Home men on the shore who t>aw 


him em}.,'irking stioko of the danger of 
going out in stub a boa, but ho ignored 
their caution, although his companion 
refused to go out with him. With a 
small fail up he glided into the bay east 
of the harbor. A fovf minutes afterward 
the v.-ind, which was sweeping down the 
lake from tho west, caught the boat in a 
squall and almost upset it. 
The un- 


fortunate student escaped upsetting by 
letting loose tho sheet, and coming up 
jrj tho wind the skiff quickly ran out 
into tho onon lake before an irresistible 
wind, which increased violently tho far- 
ther out ho went. 
It soon' beoamo evi- 


dent to persons on shore that the frail 
boat, with its occupant, was drifting 
helplessly npon 
huge waves which 


threatened to overwhelm it every mo- 
ment. 


An alarm was soon raised, and Mr, D. 


Rooney, captain of the lifeboat crew, 
hastened bown to tho lake. Four stal- 
wart fishermen camo to his assistance, 
and they irmcle nr> heroic attempt to rcs- 


cio the poor fellow, who had become 


sport for tho relentless waves. Tho life- 
boat, crew worked with desperation to 
overhaul the runaway skiff, but after 
pulling hard and gaining on her percep- 
tibly the wind would catch her sail and 
send h«r scurrying southeastward fur- 
ther out into tho lake. For miles the 
chase was kept iip, and after being out 
three hours Captain Rooney and his crew 
came within about sixty yards of the 
little boat, They could seo the unfortun- 
ate youth kneeling in the bow, apparently 
trying with all his might to pull the 
mast. 
Then, with his rescuers in sight, 


a wall of water rose and buried him be- 
neath the waves. He was seen to fall 
out of tho boat, and that was the last 
seen of him.—(Jor. Toronto O-lobe. 


Out of Jail to Ileccivc a Fortune. 


Frank Schohay von Ringloeffer, a 


millionaire, has been released from the 
workhouse on a writ of habeas corpus 
issued by Judge Stowo. 
Ringloeffer's 


father was a prominent railroad con- 
tractor in Bohemia. He died recently, 
leaving a fortune of 5,000,000 florins, or 
$1,725,000. Most of this will be in- 
herited by Ringloeffer, as he is the eld- 
est son. 


Ringloeffer came to this country eight- 


een years ago. 
Ho succeeded John B. 


Schlosser as steward of the Duquesne 
club. 
Whilo holding that position he 


became involved in trouble and was 
tried and convicted on tho charge of 
taking money and entering a building 
with felonious intent. IIo was sentenced 
to the workhouse for four years, and 
while there escaped, but was caught. 
For this escape he was sentenced to 
three additional years. 
He served five 


years, and was released on a technicali- 
ty. About $14,000 of his inheritance is 
now in New York. Ringloeffer will not 


o back to his native laud, but will be- 
in business in this city.—Pittsburg Cor.

Every year there must be two eclipse:- 


of the sun, and there may bo five. Tucse 
tiro partial eclipses, howevei, except ii 
the comparatively rare case in which the 
moon passes noaily centrally over the 
sun's disk and produces a total obscuni 
turn of his light. Since tho imentioii oi 
the spectroscope, in 1SOO, there have 
boon barely a score ot total eclipses, and 
a number of these could not bo observed 
because tho belt of totality fell at the 
earth's polar regions or upon the oceans. 
Tho belt of totality is a narrow strip- 
never more than 170 miles wide—where 
tho point of the moon's shadow falls upon 
the earth. Total eclipses rarely occur, 
therefore, at the f-ame point of the earth. 
At London, for example, there ha-* been 
no total eclipse since the year 1110, ex- 
cept that of 171.", and there will bo none 
during tho next centmy.—Professor E. 
S. Holden in Century.
